A special censu s of farmers, tak en 
each five years, will be condu cted in 
April of this year at the same time 
the decennial censu s is in progress, 
it was annou nced this week . 
The information obtained in the 
special cou nt will contain, not only 
the nu mber of farmers, farms and 
farm produ ction, bu t will provide 
other information. 
Statistics abou t the age of farm 
operators, the nu mber of hou rs they 
work ed last year at farm work or 
chores, the nu mber of years opera­ 
tors have farmed the same place 
and mu ch other detailed informa­ 
tion will be gathered. 
Information given to the censu s 
enu merators is confidential, 
and 
cannot be u sed for taxation, investi­ 
gation or regu lation. 
The special farm census has been 
taken each fiv e y ears since through­ 
out the nation, and the 19 50 census 
will bring up to date the nation’s 
farm inv entory . 
The 1945 
census of agriculture 
reported 5,859 ,169 farm operators of 
which more than one-third were 
55 y ears of age, or older. Farm op­ 
erators who owned their places had 
an av erage age of 43 y ears,, the 
1945 census rev ealed. 
In the last census 2,427,101 farm­ 
ers had been operating their places 
continuously 
for 
less 
than 
fiv e 
y ears. Farmers had been operating 
their places for 15 y ear* or more in 
1945 numbered 2,336,423.

It was learned, he 
said, that more than 15,000 persons 
are wards of the state in the variou s 
institu tions for mentally defective 
and those who have become insane. 
To care for the 15.000 patients, the 
state has provided only 14 medical 
doctors, fou r psychiatrists and one 
tu bercu losis specialist. 
The rate of pay for attendants, 
he reported, is from $80 to $120 per 
month, and those who live away 
from the institu tions are given $12 
monthly for living expenses. 
We don’t need attendants for 
these u nfortu nate people.” he said, 
“we need aides. Men and women 
who are trained to handle mental 
patients, and who will be sympa­ 
thetic and k now how to tak e care 
of their charges." 
He said the Institu tions now are 
overloaded by approximately 5,400 
patients, and that nothing can be 
done u ntil the special session of 
the legislatu re tak es action.
